Information  on  the  Water  Supply,  Macclesfield  District  Water  Bo^rd 

General 


The  area  of  the  Macclesfield  R.D.C.  has  continued  to  be  supplied  with 
water  derived  predominantly  from  the  Board’s  upland  sources,  by  bulk  supplies 
from  adjacent  v/ater  authorities, and  to  a  smaller  extent  by  water  from  the 
Board’s  underground  sources. 

N ew  Sources 


Delivery  tests  at  the  new  borehole  sunk  at  Adlington  have  indicated  that 
its  yield  will  be  significant.  On  this  basis  plans  have  been  made  to  develop 
further  the  yield  from  the  underground  strata  at  this  place  with  a  view  to  its 
yield  replacing  the  bulk  supply  now  afforded  by  the  Stockport  District  Water 
Board  to  the  Poynton  area.  These  future  plans  contemplate  the  provision  of 
treatment  works  and  substantial  lengths  of  new  water  mains  so  that  much  time 
must  elapse  before  Puynton  becomes  dependent  for  its  supply  on  these  new  sources 
apart  from  any  wider  areas  whose  needs  might  be  met  from  these  new  sources.

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Laying  of  Trunk  Mains 


In  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Stockport  District  Water  Board, 
certain  new  lengths  of  trunk  main  have  been  laid  in  the  Poynton  area 
to  enable  the  change  over  in  the  point  from  which  the  bulk  supply 
to  the  area  is  derived  from  that  authority.  Fortunately  the  greatest 
part  of  the  new  trunk  mains  so  made  necessary  will  form  a  part  of  the 
trunk  main  reticulation  needed  in  developing  the  new  boreholes  in 
Adlington  referred  to  in  the  early  part  of  this  report. 


CHORLEY  SEWERAGE 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  Chorley  Sewerage  scheme  was  completed  but  the  system  could 
not  be  connected  to  the  Wilmslow  and  Alderley  Edge  disposal  works 
because  of  delays  in  the  delivery  of  pumps.  These  are  expected  early 
in  the  year. 

GREAT  WARFORD  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS 

Plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  extension  of  these  works  so  that 
an  increased  flow  from  I.C.I.  laboratories  at  Nether  Alderley  can  be 
dealt  with  as  well  as  treatment  of  sewage  from  Chelford.  When  this 
scheme  has  been  completed  the  sewage  works  at  Chelford  will  be  closed  down. 

GAWSWORTH  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


This  scheme  was  completed  during  the  year. 
PRESTBURY  SEWERAGE 


A  9M  relief  sewer  was  laid  in  Prestbury  to  deal  with  drainage  from 
proposed  development  as  well  as  augmenting  the  existing  6"  sewer. 

A  new  sewer  was  laid  from  new  housing  development  off  Heybridge  Lane 
to  connect  to  the  trunk  sewer  which  has  recently  been  laid  by  Bollington 
U.D.C.  to  connect  with  the  Macclesfield  Corporation  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Proposals  for  augmenting  the  sewerage  system  at  Poynton  to  deal  with 
increased  flows  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
for  approval .  This  scheme  along  with  other  smaller  schemes  has  been  deferred 
because  of  the  Government's  restriction  on  capital  expenditure. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


A  satisfactory  service  of  weekly  collection  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year  despite  the  fact  that  a  4-0  hour  week  came  into  operation  on 
January  1st  1966, 

Many  complaints  were  received  about  the  dumping  of  rubbish  on  land 
adjoining  the  highway.  The  Council  has  taken  advantage  of  the  Public  Health 
Act  1936,  Section  76  to  remove  the  litter  at  the  land  owner's  request  subject 
to  the  owner  fencing  the  land.  This  approach  met  with  a  good  deal  of  success 
though  it  is  a  time  consuming  operation.  The  Council  has  been  generous  in 
making  available  haulage  and  labour  for  this  work  in  the  belief  that  any  deposits 
of  litter  which  are  quickly  moved  are  not  likely  to  attract  further  dumping 
of  litter  on  the  site.  The  Council's  two  refuse  tips  are  also  kept  open  at 
nights  during  the  week  where  refuse  which  is  not  essentiaaly  domestic  refuse 
can  be  disposed  of.  In  addition  a  free  service  is  given  throughout  the  district 
for  the  collection  of  large  furniture  which  cannot  be  collected  on  the  normal 
rounds.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Milk  and  Dairies  -  Brucellosis 

The  pattern  of  regular  sampling  in  the  district  by  the  Cheshire  County 
Council  set  out  in  detail  in  the  1965  report  has  continued.^  During  the  year, 
the  following  samples  were  submitted  for  examination  for*  evidence  of  brucellosis 
from  the  61  herds  in  the  district  from  which  untreated  milk  is  sold  to  the  public.

Investigations  into  these  cases  resulted  in  15  cows  being  removed  from 
the  affected  herds.  The  difficulties  in  dealing  satisfactorily  with  this 
condition  in  cattle  were  illustrated  in  the  case  of  one  of  these  herds  in 
which  infection  was  proved  to  have  recurred  within  a  month  of  an  original 
infection  having  been  cleared  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  farmer's  veterinary 

surgeon. 

Two  cases  of  undulant  fever  were  also  brought  to  our  notice  and  were  fully 
investigated.  Although  it  was  impossible  to  prove  the  source  of  the  infection 
in  either  case,  the  case-histories  certainly  pointed  to  particular  sources 

of  milk  supply. 

In  October  1966,  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  Circular  17-/66  regarding 
Brucellosis  giving  detailed  guidance  as  to  action  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
(General)  Regulations  1959*  Whilst  this  should  help  in  securing  more  uniform 
and  effective  action,  it  is  still  considered  that  effective  control  will  only 
be  possible  when  an  eradication  scheme  is  introduced  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  affected  cows  slaughtered.

These  figures  show  litte  significant  change  from  those  in  previous  years,  the 
pattern  having  become  settled  following  the  comprehensive  review  and  controlling 
action  following  the  operation  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act 
i960.  One  tendency  which  has  been  apparent  over  the  last  six  years  has  been  the 
general  reduction  in  the  number  of  residentially  occupied  caravans  from  54  in  I960 
to  35  in  1966. 

The  changed  pattern  resulting  from  action  under  the  i960  Act  can  be  gauged  from 
the  following  comparisons 

i960  Total  of  80  sites  with  54  residential  and  227  holiday  caravans. 

1966  Total  of  40  sites  with  33  residential  and  213  holiday  caravans. 

(of  these  40  sites,  11  residential  and  193  holiday  caravans  are  concentrated 
on  8  sites). 
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
